That  is  the  query 
that  was  prompted  as  I  listened  to  my  Jesus -thinking  minister  talk 
informally  on  ’’The  Easter  Glow.”  Yes,  I  thought  also  of  Moffatt’s 
reminting  Paul’s  ’’fervent  in  spirit”  to  read  ’’maintain  the  spiritual 
glow/’  but  courage  as  patience  demanded  the  main  thought-track. 

A  saying  of  Coleridge  embodies  this  provoking  phase  of  the  Jesus 
Way  of  Living:  ’’All  things  strive  to  ascend  and  ascend  by  their 
striving.”  What  if  the  highway  is  a  spirally  circuitous  one,  with 
blocks  and  puzzling  detours  to  the  right  and  left,  how  piquing  it 
is  to  move  incessantly  to  the  encounter  of ’’the  upward  calling  of 
God  in  Christ  Jesus,”  as  the  soul’s  eye  ever  seeks  the  farther 
horizon. 

And  what  an  engaging  picture  there  is  in  the  word  patience  itself 
as  used  by  Jesus  in  his  promise:  ”In  standing  under  your  load

SOME  POINTERS  ABOUT  THE  YOUNGER  GIRLS’  AND  YOUNGER  BOYS’  CAMPS  —  Horace

Many  of  you  have  asked  for  definite  information  about  the  Younger  Girls' 
and  Boys’  Camps  in  order  that  you  might  tell  your  friends  about  these  interest¬ 
ing  units  of  the  Founder  program.  Because  of  these  requests,  I  should  like  to 
suggest  the  following  points  as  helpful  to  you  in  telling  younger  girls  and  boys 
and  their  parents  about  Miniwanca. 

1*  The  natural  beauty  of  Miniwanoa.  They  will  be  interested  in  hearing  about  a 
camp  that  has  three  waterfronts;  a  lovely  sandy  beach;  innumerable  trails 
along  pine  crested  ridges  and  quiet  draws;  Old  Baldy,  a  300  ft.  dune  down 
which  campers  toboggan  on  moonlight  nights;  sunsets  over  Lake  Michigan,  etc. 

-2-  Unusually  fine  camp  equipment.  Few  camps  are  fortunate  enough  to  have  as 

fine  equipment  as  Miniwanca  has  with  its  Tipi-Wakan,  Eating  Lodge,  Dedicator 
and  Kentucky  Houses,  Assembly,  Younger  Boy  Club-house, (each  building  with  an 
attractive  stone  fireplace)  its  beautiful  Counoil  Circle  and  Younger  Boy 
stockade,  cement  tennis  and  shuffle  board  courts,  tents  with  board  floors,  a 
dock,  diving  platform,  rowboats,  sailboats  and  a  couple  of  non-sinkable  Spon- 
son  canoes,  and  last,  but  not  least,  a  fine  little  brick  pottery  kiln  -  in 
"Pottery  Vale." 

A  purposeful  program  of  balanced  Christian  living.  A  camp  might  boast  the 
finest  equipment  and  most  beautiful  camp  grounds  in  the  world  -  yet  be  very 
mediocre  In  the  contribution  it  made  to  the  character  education  of  its  camp¬ 
ers.  The  emphasis  upon  balanced  living  in  the  Jesus  Way  is  the  thing  which 
has  distinguished  Founder  Camps  through  the  years.  Tell  your  friends,  in 
simple  language,  about  this  ideal. 

4.  A  trained  leadership.  In  one  of  the  first  Younger  Girl  booklets,  Kinji  wrote: 

The  leadership  of  a  camp  is  the  teal  test  of  its  quality."  Boys  and  girls 
and  their  parents  will  enjoy  hearing  about  the  fine  Older  Boy  and  Girl  gradu¬ 
ates  and  campers  who  are  the  leaders  -  and  about  Wadjepi,  Dad  and  Minisino. 

5 .  Small  tent  groups,  insuring  individual  attention  for  each  boy  and  girl.  Four 
(five  at  the  most)  boys'  or  girls  and  their  leader  comprise  a  tent  group  family 

6.  A  day’s  program  full  of  interesting  and  worth  while  activity.  The  programs 
of  both  camps  include  Christian  Ideals,  Outdoorscraf t.  Archery,  Crafts  and 
Pottery,  Swimming,  Tennis  and  Shuffle  Board,  Boating,  Games,  Vespers,  and 
Night’s  Doings.  In  addition  the  boys  work  on  Projects,  and  the  girls  have 
a  Music  Appreciation  hour. 

7.  Unusual  health  opportunities.  Miniwanca  is  just  about  the  most  delightfully 
healthy  spot  in  the  country.  I  suggest  that  you  tell  parents  about  our  fine 
camp  nurse,  Lauretta  Holtzmann;  about  the  98%  rating  with  the  Michigan  Board 
of  Health;  the  pasteurized  milk  we  use;  that  our  employees  have  physical 
examinations;  that  the  camp  has  its  own  wells  and  tested  water;  special  pos*- 
ture  work;  that  without  extra  charge,  underweight  campers  are  given  chocolate 
milk  between  meals;  all  about  the  glorious  Michigan  sunshine  and  invigorating 
sleep  in  tents. 

8*  Reasonable  cost.  Do  you  know  that  a  great  many  camps  charge  $300,  $400  and 
even  $500  a  season?  The  fee  for  Founder  Younger  Girls  and  Boys  is  $165.00 
for  seven  weeks  $100  for  four  weeks.  The  fact  that  we  require  no  special 
camp  uniform  means  a  real  saving  in  equipment  expense,  too. 

Embellish  these  facts  with  what  you  know  about  the  Founder  Camps,  and  I 
feel  sure  you  can  interest  your  friends  in  the  Younger  Girls’  and  Boys’  Camps. 

You  Merrowvista  folks  will  be  interested  in  knowing  that  we've  had  Younger  campers 
from  New  Jersey,  New  York  and  Massachusetts.  We’d  like  some  more  like  theml  Our
